EXPLOITING RESOURCES. 


How the tempting resources of the 


country are to be exploited is another 
matter, to which I shall take the liberty 
of from time to time calling jour atten- 
tion, for it is a pollcv which must be 
worked out by well-considered stages, not 
upon theory, but upon lines of practical 
expediency. It Is part of our general prob- 
lem of conservation.

There need be no conflict or Jeal-

monopolized upon any narrow idee of in- 
dividual rights as against the abiding in- 
terests of communities.

for one have no doubt, and it cai be done I 
on lines of regulation which need be no' 
less eceeptable to tfie peonlo and gov-1 
ernments of the states concerned than 
to the people ana government of the na- 
tion at large, whose heritage these re- 
sources are.

These are all matters of vital domestic 


concern, and besides them, outside the 
charmed circle of our own national life In 
which our affections command us, as well 
as our consciences, there stand out our 
obligations toward onr territories'over sea 
Here we are trustees. 
Porto Rico. Ha- 


waii, the Philippines, are ours, indeed, 
bnt not ours to do what we please with. 
Such territories, once regarded as mere 
possessions, are no longer to be selfishly 
exploited; they are part of the domain of 
publio conscience and of serviceable and 
enlightened statesmanship. Wa must ad- 
minister them for the people who live 
in them and with the same sense of re- 
sponsibility to them as toward our own 
people in our domestic affairs. No doubt 
we shall successfully enough bind Porto 
Rico and the Hawaiian Islands to our- 
selves by ties of justice and interest an<J 
affection, but the performance of our 
duty toward the Philippines is a more 
difficult and debatable -natter 
We rar 


satisfy the obligations of generous justice 
toward the people of Porto Rico by giving 
them the ample and familiar rights and 
privileges accorded our own citizen-! in 
our own territories and our obligations to- 
ward the peop'le of Hawaii br perfecting: 
the provisions for self-government al- 
ready granted them, but In th« Philip- 
pines «B muvl £^ Ijrrtv"~ 


ULTIMATE INDEPENDENCE. 


W« must hold steadily in view their ul- 


timate Independence, and we must move 
toward the time of that Independence as 
steadily as the way can b« cleared and 
the foundations thoughtfully and perma- 
nentlv laid. 


Acting under the authority conferred 


upon the President by Congress, I have 
already accorded to* people of the Islands 
& majority in both houses of their legis- 
lative body by appointing five Instead of 


as earnestly as to the accmpilsh- 


ment of political and economic reforms. 
Social justice comes first. Law is the 
machinery for its realization and is vjtal 
only as it expresses and embodies It. 


SAFETY AT SEA. 


An international congress for the dis- 


cussion of all questions that affect safety 
at sea is now sitting in London at the 
suggestion of our own government. So 
soon as the conclusions of that congress 
can be learned and considered we ought 
to address ourselves, among other things, 
to the prompt alleviation of the verv un- 
safe, unjust, and burdensome conditions 
which now surround the employment of 
sailors and render it extremely difficult tc 
obtain the services of spirited and com- 
petent men such as everv ship needs if It 
is to be safely handled and brought to 
port 


May I not express the very real pleas- 


ure I have experienced In co-operating 
with this Congress and sharing with it 
the labors of common service to which it 
has devoted itself so unreservedly during 
the past seven months o? uncomplaining 
concentration upon the business of legis- 
lation? Surel^ it te a proper and pertinent 
part of rny report on "the state of the 
Union" to express my admiration for the 
diligence, the good temper, and the fall 
comprehension of public duty which has 
already been manifested by both the
